HUNTERS URGED 
TO USE CAUTION 


|Lytle Creek Canyon Route 


Suggested As Best to Get 
To Hunting Area 


With the opening of the deer 
hunting season Sept. 15, officials 
of the United States forest service 
today cautioned people about 
starting camp fires only in desig- 
nated camp grounds and that 
smoking is permitted only in des- 
ignated areas. 

As to the best method of going 
to the Lytle creek drainage area 
for hunting, C. R. Huse, forest 
ranger at Camp Baldy, suggested 


jthe route through the mouth of 


Lytle creek rather than through 
the San Antonio canyon, then hik- 
ing over the divide. 

Disadvantage of the San An- 
tonio canyon route is that it 
would require a hike of seven miles 
from the end of the road over to 
Lytle creek—and a similar loyg- 
distance hike with a deer. By 
Lytle creek, however, a hunter 
could drive his car up to the hunt- 
ing area. 

Anyone bagging a deer on the 
ridge-top route must have deer 
tags validated at Lytle creek. The
